McCar­ 
thy (R-Wis) said today he will no 
longer ask the Pentagon to OK any 
of his aides for access to secret 
information.

Food Dye Seen 
Possible Cause 
O f Cancer 
SAO PAULO, Brazil <JP — Some 
dyes or other chemicals added to 
our foods 
might 
cause 
certain 
forms of cancer, a British scientist 
today told representatives of 54 na­ 
tions here to study the scourge. 
Dr. Erie Boyland, biochemist of 
London University, told the Sixth 
International Cancer Congress that 
numerous chemicals put in foods 
deserve a closer look for possible 
cancer effects. 
It is a tough problem, Boyland 
said, to tell whether such chemi­ 
cals cause cancer. He said a dye 
known as “ butter yellow” former­ 
ly was used to color oleomargarine 
but was abandoned when it was 
found capable of causing cancer 
in experim ental animals. A green 
dye used in canning peas also was 
found capable of causing the di­ 
sease in laboratory animals. 
Boyland said two solutions have 
been suggested. One is to avoid 
adding any chemicals to foodstuffs. 
The other Is to test each one first 
in the laboratory. But such tests 


j could cost about $10,000 each and 
take a long time, he added, 
He said the discovery that some 
chemical products produce cancer 
in 
animals 
doesn’t 
necessarily 
mean they would do the same in 
humans. He added, however, that 
some cases of stomach, liver or 
bladder cancer might be caused 
by chemicals in foods.

SUCCESS TO IQ TESTS 
DR. WILLIAM V. Hanley, a professor of 
speech from Chicago, has developed a test 
which, if as successful as it seems to be, 
will revolutionize tests given to job appli­ 
cants, high school and college students and 
any other methods designed primarily to 
evaluate a person's knowledge or basic in­ 
telligence. 
This test, known as the Evaluation Quo­ 
tient test, or EQ for short, is a follow-up 
of the famous IQ test and is supposed to 
show the subject’s tendency to jump to 
wrong conclusions. Old P. T. Barnum’s 
well-known remark about a sucker being 
born every minute seems to have been con­ 
firmed by results of the test when it was 
applied to a group of 900 students. The test 
proved that few of those taking it could 
separate facts from propaganda, inference 
or mental sleight of hand. 
Referring back to the statement about 
this test radically changing application 
tests for jobs, it would be particularly 
well-suited for those applying for policy 
making jobs, whether it be in government 
service or private industry. Obviously, a 
person likly to add two and two and ar­ 
rive at five is no person to have in an ex­ 
ecutive position. 
However, as in the case of the IQ test, 
the EQ test should not be the only criterion 
by which the individual is judged. These 
tests, like any other media designed f o r 
the masses, are not accurate in every case. 
They are designed to be accurate in pos­ 
sibly 80 or 90 per cent of the cases, b u t 
there is always that minority. But there is 
no doubt that such an evaluation test would 
be useful. 


A BENEFACTOR PASSES 
RECENT PASSING of Dr. W i l l i a m 
Crumbine in New York City was too briefly 
noted in the press. He had outlived his gen­ 
eration and his n^me, once a household 
word, meant little to the average citizen.

But France 
has never ratified this treaty and therefore 
; it is not operative. 
France now objects to certain organiza­ 
tional arrangements in this treaty, which, 
however, France negotiated and signed. .

. .Three times in the past seventy- 
five years France has been over-run by 
the German Army. Her lands have been 
occupied; 2.200,000 of her sons have been 
killed.
